REPUBLICAN LEADERS AGREE ON 
‘PORTO RICO’S FATE. 


President and His Advisers Take a 
Positive Stand, Declaring That Any 
Weakening Would Be Suicidal—The 
Measure Will Be Amended to Have 
Force Only Till Islanders Set Up a 

Civil Government of Their Own— 
Attitude of McKinley Made Clear.

government and framed their own finance 
laws. The House bill imposing a tariff of 15 
per cent on exports from Porto Rico will be 
made a party measure, and toward securing 
its enactment into law all of the influences 
of the administration will be directed. 

President McKinley has made his posjtion 
plain. He says the enactment of the Porto 
Rican tariff bill now has become.a great 
party question, and it would be suicidal for 
the Republicans to abandon the stand they 
ha ve taken. It the tariff bill is to be defeated 
the President says its defeat should come 
about from Democratic votes, He is especial- 
ly annoyed that some of the Republican 
members of the Senate have arrayed them- 
selves so definitely on the side of free trade. 
The passage of the bill, he thinks, would not 
only be wise and humane, but at the same 
time would be good politics. 

All of the foregoing in detafl and with 
much emphasis the President told to mem- 
bers of the Senate who called at the White 
House today. 

Among those Senators to whom the Presi- 
dent clearly defined his attitude and his 
wishes were Messrs. Spooner and Kean. 
Senator Foraker also held an extended con- 
ference with the President, and, in company 
with Senator Spooner, he remained at the 
White House in consultation until after the 
usual hour for the Cabinet meeting. 

Then the President went into the Cabinet- 
room and disoussed the question with the 
members of his official family. To them he 
stated his position with equal positiveness. 
The situation was canvassed thoroughly, and 
it developed that the members of the Cabinet 
were in hearty accord with the President. 
Like him, they believe that the one course 
to be pursued is the speedy passage of the 
Porto Rican tariff bill. ,

The President believes the popular ob- 
jection to imposing a tariff on Forto Rican 
exports arises from a lack of full under- 
sianding of the conditions.

Fuller investigation and a more thorough 
understanding of the situation have caused 
the President to revise his own first and 
hasty judgment. He believes the people 
and the press will sustain the position he has 
taken.

ALBERT FINCH, 15, SHOOTS TO 
SAVE MOTHER’S LIFE. 


George, the Parent, Is About to Plange 
a Knife Into His Kneeling Wife 
‘When the Son Comes to Her Rescue 
with a Shotgun—Parricide Takes 
Place in Austin—Youth Is Arrested, 
but His Story Is Believed by the Po- 
lice Authorities. 


To save his mother’s life, Albert Finch, 
15 years old, shot and instantly killed his 
father last night at their house in Austin. 
When the fatal shot was fired the woman 
was on her knees, her husband leaning over 
her and brandishing a knife. The boy came 
to the rescue none too soon. 

George Finch, the father, was custodian 
of the Wisconsin Central station, Central 
avenue and Taylor street, and occupied the 
building with his family. After the shoot- 
ing the boy ran to the house of a neighbor, 
Lawrence Gungor, and told him of the 
affair. Then he sat down to await the ar- 
rival of the police. 

The only witnesses to the shooting were 
Mrs. Finch and her 12-year-old daughter, 
Lillie. Their stories of the killing of the 
husband and father agree and are believed 
by Lieutenant Stanton, who arrested the 
boy. 
Mrs. Findh’s Story. 

Mrs. Finch told the Lieutenant that she 
was preparing supper for the children at 6 
o’clock when her husband entered the house. 
Finch seated himself at the table with the 
boy and girl, but soon ordered them to leave 
the room, as Albert, he said, was shuf- 
fling his feet on the floor. , 

Mrs. Finch offered her husband some soup, 
she says, but he angrily refuged it, only to 
demand a plateful a few minutes later. Be- 
fore she could serve him Finch arose from 
the table and struck her with his fist. She 
fell to the floor, and as she tried to rise her 
husband seized her by the shoulders and 
forced her to her knees. Holding her thus, 
he reached to the table and secured.a large 
clasp knife. As Mrs. Finch relates it, he 
then cried: . 

Now I'll fix you so you can’t make me 
any more trouble.“ 


Shoots His Father. 


But the boy was too quick for him. Ina 
corner of the room was Finch’s shotgun, 
and Albert seized it. He faced his father, 
put the gun to his shoulder, and, without a 
word, fired. The charge struck Finch in the 
le{t side, killing him almost instantly. 

Mrs. Finch seized her daughter, who was 
huddled in a corner of the room, and they 
fled from the house to the dwelling of Mrs. 
Shields, a neighbor, at Lexington street and 
Central avenue. Mrs. Finch told what had 
occurred and the two women returned to the 
depot. Finch lay dead on the floor of the 
dining-room. The empty shotgun stood in 
its accustomed corner, but the boy was 
gone. He was found by the police soon 
afterward at Mr. Gungor's house. 

Then the two women returned to Mrs. 
Shields’ house, where the police found Mrs. 
Finch a few minutes later. Mother and son 
were taken to the Austin Police Station and

New Deposits of Yellow Metal on Two

The 
excitement is intense, and all night long peo- 
ple have been leaving here, so as to be on the 
ground by daylight. 

Some wonderful finds of teMurium have 
also been reported. Bonfires are burning on 
all the hills tonight in the vicinity, and sev- 
eral hundred men are digging holes deep 
enough to hold their claims before the rush

Men Arrayed on Both Sides of Big Legal 
Fight on Most Friendly Terms 
at Atlantic City. 


Atlantic City, N. J., March 20.—[Special.] 
—Andrew Carnegie, Henry Phipps, A. M. 
Moreland, F. T. F. Lovejoy, and Charles M. 
Schwab are here, and they are constantly 
in one another’s company, taking rest cures, 
sun baths, and talking hygiene and some 
other matters that they will not discuss for 
publication. Mr. Phipps, Mr. Moreland, and 
Mr. Lovejoy since the Carnegie-Frick liti- 
gation started have been supposed to be on 
the side of Mr. Frick. 

But today Mr. Carnegie and Charles M. 
Schwab, President of the Carnegie Steel 
company, are as friendly with the three 
others as if no such thing as a lawsuit 
brought to extract innumerable millions 
from the Carnegie coffers existed. 

This friendliness of supposedly bitter ene- 
mies has caused the people here familiar 
with the steel war to ask these questions: 

Has a truce been patched up between 
Mr. Carnegie and Mr. Frick, and are the 
suits in a fair way to be settled amicably 
out of court? 

Have Mr. Lovejoy, Mr. Phipps, and Mr. 
Moreland been won over to the Carnegie side 
and are they now arrayed against Henry 
Clay Frick instead of with him?“ 

Until a short time ago the feeling of Mr. 
Carnegie and President Schwab for Messrs. 
Phipps, Lovejoy, and Moreland was not the 
pleasantest in the world. 

Feb. 16 last Mr. Carnegie filed in the Re- 
corder’s office of Allegheny County, Pa., an 
order revoking the power of attorney which

By this order he deprived each of them of 
the right to sign or act for him. This was 
regarded as certain evidence that Mr. Car- 
negie classed Mr. Phipps and Mr. Lovejoy 
in the same category as he did Mr. Frick.

W.J.Chalmers Arraigns Trade 
Unionism Before Federal 
Subcommission. 


SAYS II DOOMS CHICAGO. 


Accuses the Police of Not Afford- 
| ing Protection to Manu- 
facturers. 


MAYOR AND KIPLEY REPLY. 


William J. Chalmers, President of the 
Commercial club of Chicago and of Fraser 
& Chalmers, appeared before the Industrial 
subcommission yesterday in the Auditorium 
Hotel and pronounced trades unions the most 
gigantic and arrogant trust in the world. 
He declared that Chicago was the hotbed of 
trade unionism, scored the Police depart- 
ment for failure to protect the manufacturer, 
and made the prediction that unless the 
unions recede from their demands Chicago 
as an industrial center would be doomed. ; 

The subcommission previously had an- 
nounced that unless the present labor trou- 
bles were touched on by the witnesses before 
it the question would not be takenup. Mr. 
Chalmers dispelled all doubt as to whether 
it would be investigated by the subcommis- 
sion. As a result of his arraignment of trade 
unionism the members of the subcommission 
issued a statement last night requesting the 
employés of the various firms of which mem- 
bers appeared before the body as witnesses 
to select representatives and send them be- 
fore the subcommission, in order that the 
other side of the controversy may be heard. 


Scope of Inquiry Broadened. 


As a result of the day’s developments the 
scope of the subcommission’s inquiry has 
been broadened, and the troubles now exist- 
ing between capital, and labor in Chicago 
will be searchingly investigated. The mem- 
bers of the subcommission all expressed a 


desire to go to the bottom of the matter. 


The session began at 10 o’clock in the 
morning. The commissioners present were 
Colonel Albert E. Clark of Botton, chair- 
man, and ex-Lieutenant Governor Andrew 
L. Harris of Ohio and John L. Kennedy of 
Washington, D. C. The first witness was 
Charles A. Plamondon, President of the IIIi- 
nois Manufacturers’ association. He spoke 
of the invitation which had been extendcd 
to the commission to make an investigation 
of the industrial conditions in Chicago.

000 invested arid employed 300,000 men, and 
that wages had been increased during the 
last two years, until the strike forced the 


closing of the factories. 
VW. J. Chalmers’ Statement. 


Mr. Chalmers, after being sworn, was 
asked to make a statement to the subcom- 
mission previous to being questioned. 

% The time has arrived in Chicago when 
the labor situation must be faced,’’ he said. 
“Chicago is the hotbed of trade unionism 
as represented throughotit the United States. 
The trade union is the most gigantic and the 

most arrogant trust in the werld. who by 
incompetent, ignorant, and dictatorial men.

Just now 36.000 men are 
out because we will not treat with the busi- 
ness agent, and they say others shall not 
work. These 6,000 merf have been earning 
$15,000 a day or $90,000 a wetk The con- 
dition here is not a question of wages, but of 
recognition. Our company has $3,000,000 
invested and 8750, 000 a year is paid for labor. 


Lack of Protection. 


“The manufacturer gets little or no pro- 
tection from the State, county, or city au- 
thoritfes. «Politics is the motive for the lack 
of protection. At one time I heard a po- 
licemen, but those higher in power. One of 
tack a non-union man in front of a factory, 
‘but take him around the corner and kick 
him.’

BERLIN, March 20.—It is reported that 
Russian priests are stirring up the Ar- 
menians against the German railway, and 
it may be added that, although the Foreign 
' office professes to regard the railway diffi- 
culties as settled by the grant from Turkey 
to Russia of certain exclusive privileges in 
Armenia and westward to Samuson, thege 


Russia will endeavor to prevent Turkey 
granting the Anatolian company the 8,000 
or 10,000 marks guarantee per kilometer, 
without which the road cannot be built. 
The preliminary contract did not fix the 
amount of guarantee, and the Sultan, with- 
out openly risking the loss of German friend- 
ship, could render the contract worthless 
by offering an insufficient guarantee. 


Russian Fleet Is Annoying. 

The German commission is expected in 
Constantinople within a few weeks, and it is 
perhaps significant that the Russian Black 
Sea fleet is still cruising nearby in a most 
annoying manner. 


Reports Shantung Rebellious. 
The east Asiatic Lloyd newspaper reports 
that a hundred villages south of the Ger- 
man railway in Shantung Province are in 
open rebellion, but the Foreign office is, 
however, professedly not alarmed regard- 
ing the situation, and says the Lloyd re- 
ports are often exaggerated. 


Controversy Over Krupp Profits. 

Krupp’s profit on guns, ammunition, and 
armor plate on ships is becoming a burning 
issue. The Freisinnige Zeitung quotes one 
steel firm as declaring that the nickel steel 
method originated in France and is under- 
stood throughout the world, and says that 
Krupp subsidizes Stamm to prevent his com- 
peting. The govergment has léased to Krupp 
certain trial grounds, but refuses the bids 
from companies not owning equally good 
grounds, which nobody will erect without 
some definite encouragement. 

Since the recent competition in gunmak- 
ing, it is said, Krupp has cut the prices of 


1.900 marks.

Leaves Her Father’s Root Because of 


Unhappy Relations with Her Young | 
‘Stepmother — Finds Shelter with 
Neighboring Friends and Become» 
a Seamstress—Drinks Poison and 
Dies in the Presence of Her Prom- 
ised 


After having lived away from her father’s 
house for ten months Emma Troost, 18 
year-old daughter of Frank Troost, said to 
be the wealthiest man in Harlem, committed 
suicide last evening by drinking carbolie 
acid. The girl took her life at the house of 
Fred Radtke, 157 Madison street, Hariem, | 
where she had been living since she left her 
father’s residence. 

Leaving the man whom she intended to 
marry, William Murray, who had been call- 
ing on her during the afternoon, the girl 
stepped into a bedroom and drank the poison. 
An hour‘later she died in the presence of her 
flancé. | | 

For some time Miss Troost had worried | 
over her estrangement from her father. On 
several 6ccasions she had asserted that she 
intended taking her UHfe, but her friends 
thought she was joking and that her mar- 
riage would make her forget her domestic 
troubles. | 

Miss Troost had resided in Harlem since 
childhdod and was one of the most popular 
young women in the village. Her father ja 
a marble dealer, and until a year ago Emma 
kept house for him, her mother having died 
when she was a child. 

Eleven months ago Mr. Troost married 
Miss Martha Loheit, 20 years old, greatly 
against the wishes of the daughter. A month 
later Emma left her father’s house after a 
quarrel, it is said, with her young stev- 
mother. She went to the Radtke residence, 
where she supported herself by sewing. 

She called on her father at times, and when 
he was ill a few months ago went to the 
house and assisted in nursing him. After 
his recoverey she again left his roof and 
took up her duties as a seamstress. She 
appeared much disheartened at times and 
often told Mrs. Radtke that she intended 
taking her life. 3 | 


She became engaged to William Murray

some time ago. For a time after she drank 


the poison it was thought the act might have 
been the result of a lovers’ quarrel. This 
theory was later abandoned, as it was ex- 
plained by urray and members of the 
Radtke family that the two were on the 
best of terms and never had had a quarrel. | 

Murray called at the house shortly after 2 
o'clock in the afternoon and the two were 
left alone in the parlor. Their conversation 
was mostly, concerning their coming mar- 
riage, and the quarrel with the girl’s step- 
mother was alluded to. Miss Troest told her 
lover she often had said that she tntended. 
committing suicide. A few minutes later 
she stepped into the adjoining room an 
drank the poison. 

Mr. Troost Was overcome when he heard 
of the death of his daughter. He lives sev- 
eral blocks from the Radtke residence and 
did not arrive there until after she was dead. 
He was almost frantic with grief and was 
under a physician’s care last night. 

Murray also Was greatly affected by the 
fate of his promised wife and refused last 
night to say anything of the suicide and 
retired to his room after going home, de- 
claring he did not wish to be digturbed.

I asked her what she meant by running 
around with my husband,” she said in the 
confession. ‘‘She did not answer. Then I 
shot at her while she was standing inside 
the counter or desk. She ran towards the 
kitchen, and I kept on shooting until I shot 
five 1 I walked out the front door and 
went to the house of Mrs. Mary O'Connell.“ 

Charles Smith, the husband, who was ar- 
rested immediately after the shooting, 18 
held as a witness. Their child was taken to 
the police station, having no other place 
where she could be cared for.

WISE MEN CHANGE THEIR MINDS. 
Bishop Potter has returned from the 
Philippines, where he spent time enough to 
enable him to form a fair idea of local con- 
ditions. Before he went he was intensely 
opposed to the retention of the islands by 
the United States. He believed the in- 
habitants should be given full independence. 
He has changed his views as the result of 
better information, and he does not hesitate 
to say that he has changed them. 3 

It is more than probable he would rather 
that the United States never had acquired 
the Philippines, but, since it has them, 
he sees no way in which it can honorably 
get rid of them. He says the Filipinos 
cannot govern themselves, or, at any rate, 
they cannot organize a government of their 
own. It is nonsense for any one tosay that 
they can. It is only in the rarest cases that 
any of them have shown any real capacity 
for governing.” Bishop Potter believed 
otherwise before he visited the Philippines. 
He had that impression, which so many 
Americans share, that the capacity for self- 
government belongs to all races except 
African races, and can de exercised with 
ease by them if let alone. 

Bishop Potter has been converted to 
sounder views. So has every other person 
been who has taken the trouble to investi- 
gate the matter. President Schurman of 
Cornell believed at first that it was the 
duty of the United States to establish in 
the Philippines an independent and abso- 
lutely self-governing state and then leave 
the islands. He visited the archipelago 
and returned convinced that it is the 
duty of the United States to stay where 
it is.

Delaware authorities; The Game Protec- 
tive association of the State has put detéc- 
tives on the track of the hunters. Witmer 
Stone of Philadelphia, President the 
American Ornithological union, has also 
been in consultation with the Governor of 
Delaware, who exp his determination 
to assist both associations in the protection 
of the birds. A delegation from the Farm- 
ers’ Produce association has also waited on 
the Governor and protested against the 
wholesale slaughter of birds which are bene- 
ficial in protecting the growing crops. To 
this delegation the ernor expressed the 
same determination and ‘announced that 
he would speedily issue a mation for- 
bidding the shooting. 

The authorities of every State should take 
prompt and vigorous Action to preserve the 
birds, or it will soon be too late. On the 
New Jersey coast -hunters in steam 
launches, with machine guns, follow the 
flocks of ducks, geese, and brants, and by 
pouring into them continuous volleys of 
shot all day, and even by moonlight, are 
killing them by tho In Delaware 
Bay, which has long been a famous hunt- 
ing ground, the extermination of water 
fowk by these deadly ow guns will 


soon be effected if the law which prohibits 
the killing of birds or any other game with 
guns other than those held at arm's length 
is not enforced. There is not a State in the 
union in which the laws upon this subject 


are rigidly enforced. 
The bill which Senator Hoar has intro- 
duced, stopping all mercial traffic in the 


skins of birds, is not too sweeping a meas- 
ure.

THE MACHINISTS DEMANDS. 
The President of the International As- 
sociation of Machinists says that we” 
—meaning thereby the members. of the or- 
ganisation who are out on a strike in this 
city and those who may go out in other 
cities“ are asking simply for nine hours’ 
work at nine hours’ pay.” If this were 
all it would not be difficult for employers 
and employés to come to terms. But that 
is not all. The object of the ruling spirits 
is to establish here conditions the absence 
of which has enabled certain industries in 
America to compete successfully with the 
same industries in England. 

The United States would not be the great 
exporter of numerous kinds of machinery 
it is now if the shops were subject to the 
control of the machinists’ unions as the 
English shops were prior to the failure 
of the engineers’ or machinists’ strike in 
Great Britain. Employers on the other 
side of the ocean looked enviously on the 
“open shops of the United States, where 
union and non-union men worked side by 
side; where no obstacles were thrown in 
the way of the introduction of improved 
machinery; where the employer was al- 
lowed to get all the work he could out 
of a machine, selecting to run it whomso- 
ever he saw fit; and where the employer 
was not fettered by union rules, reduting 
te an absurd minimum the amount of work 


make work for a greater number of men 
at the expense of the employer. 

‘Union tyranny—the tyranny of men ig- 
norant of their own real interests as well 
as of those of the community—has been 
the curse of the machine shops of Eng- 


tablished here, that foreign market which 
so many American manufacturers have been 
able to conquer for themselves would be 
lost. They have succeeded in overcoming 
formidable English competition because 
they have kept in their own hands the 
management of their own shops. They 
have been free to hire the best men, some 
outside the union and some belonging to 
it. They have been able to pay the '‘bet- 
ter wages to the men who did the bette 
work. If they yield to the demands 2 
the International Association of Ma- 
chinists their freedom to choose men and 
regulate their own shops will be taken 
from them. Their business will be run 
by walking delegates, and as a conse- 
quence will run down. A great industry 
will suffer. The employers in Chicago 
and elsewhere cannot yield to the demand 
that they no longer have open shops.” 


IMPORTANCE OF GOOD ENUMERATORS. 

Within the next two weeks the 1,200 
men and women who are to do the actual 
work of taking the census in Chicago will 


be appointed. The reliability and useful- 


ness of that census will depend almost 
entirely upon the accuracy and care of 
these enumerators. If the statistics col- 
lected and printed as the result of the 
decennial census are to be depended upon 
it will be because the people who make 
the house to house canvass and who collect 
the figures at first hand have been indus- 
trious, conscientious, and intelligent. 

It may be taken for granted that the 
work of compiling and arranging the 
material collected by the enumerators will 
be properly done by. the census authorities 
at Washington. Every clerk in the Census 
bureau is obliged to pass a searching ex- 
amination before appointment and goes to 
work under the direction of trained experts. 
As a further aid and guarantee of ac- 
curacy in the compilation of the census 
reports the authorities have adopted a num- 
ber of automatic, mechanical, and elec- 
trical devices for counting and arranging 
the report sheets, which will come in by the 
million from all over the country. Nothing 
has apparently been left undone which will 
assist in making the work quick, accurate, 
and altogether reliable. 

But a stream can rise no higher than its 
source. If similar or even greater care 
is not exercised in the selection of the census 
enumerators all the arrangements of the au- 
thorities at Washington will be nullified. If 


no amount of painstaking on the part of the 
people who compile the results will make 
them more 80. | 

It is gratifying to know, on the authority 
of George F. Gilbert, the supervisor of 
the census for this district, that the intel- 
ligence of the applicants for positions as 
census enumerators in Chicago is unusually 
high and that care will be taken to select 
only the best of them, as may be determined 
by an examination of the test schedules 
each applicant is required to fill out. 

Once properly qualified enumerators are 
chosen the remainder of the responsibility 
for securing a satisfactory census rests 
with the public. As a matter of personal 
and civic interest every householder should 
do all in his power to assist the enumerator 
in his work and should be careful that he 
gets desired information promptly and

An Astate does not speedily annihilate 
Military thg Boers it will not be for 
Scheme. lack of advice on the sub- 


gestions comes in the shape of an effusion 
from Frank Harris, the keeper of a Riviera 
hotel and formerly editor of the London 
Saturday Review. It seems that Mr. Har- 
ris has been holding: converse with the 
shades of those eminent soldiers, Dr. John- 
son, Thomas Carlyle, Mr. Parnell, and a 
Fenian named Aylward. He has set down 
verbatim a long conversation among these 
worthies showing just how to beat the 
Boers. The plan is simple. It is merely to 
arm 5.000 crack shots with the best rifies 
that. science can produce and to send them 
to shoot all the 80,000 Boers, thus securing 
peace and harmony in south Africa. This 
is the acme of military simplicity, yet it is 
to be doubted whether Roberts and Buller 
will take the advice of the disembodied 
shades of Dr. Johnson & Co. It is too 
prosaic and y fail to appeal to their 
imaginations.

THE MILWAUKEE ELECTION. 
The Milwaukee municipal election wilt 
be fought this year as before on corpora- 
tion lines, but with changed conditions 
and probably a different result. When 
David. Rose was a candidate he ran on 
a platform declaring for municipal own- 
ership of public utilities, and so strongly 
hostile to corporations that he received 
the Populist indorsement and the support 
of a strong faction of the Socialists. He 
was elected, as was a Council pledged to 
municipal ownership, and one that was 
expected to be firm in supporting the city’s 
interests in the fight with the street rail- 
way company. When the time came for 
a test of their professions the Democratic 
officeholders were found wanting. The ac- 
tion of the Mayor and the Council in extend- 
ing the franchise without adequate com- 
pensation and in the face of the protest 
of the people was so shameless that it 
brought Milwaukee a universal notoriety. 

The interests served by Mayor Rose 
captured the Democratic convention this 
year and nominated him. The Populists, 


| refusing. to be tricked again, repudiated 


him and placed a candidate of their own 
in the field. The Republicans now have 
nominated Henry J. Baumgaertner, a rep- 
citizen of great popularity and 
a leader in the fight against the street 
railways. The issue before the people, as 
stated by John T. Kelly, who placed Mr. 
Baumgaertner in nomination, is “ whether 
the street railway and David Rose are 
to rule the city or whether the people are 
to rule.” 

The platform is one that treats entirely 
of local issues. . It declares the street rail- 
way question the most important matter 
before Milwaukee, and it takes the high 
ground that city government in fact as 
well as theory should be free from State 
and national political influences. The Rose 
administration is charged with having ob- 
tained its ascendency through false pre- 
tenses, with having served nobody with 
fidelity except the City Hall lobbyists and 
the interests which they represent, and 
with king a renewal of power by new 
false promises. The Democrats ask votes 
chiefly on the ground that the Republicans 
will bring about a “closed” town, aud 
in this way they hope to catch the Ger- 
man vote. The corporation influences are 
supporting Rose, but the chances for Mr. 
Baumgaertner's election are good, as the 
city has an unusually large independent 
vote holding the balance of power, and it 
is difficult to see how it can be cast for 
Rose. 


THE TEXAS OIL CASE. 

The decision of the Supreme Court of 
the United States in the litigation between 
the State of Texas and the Waters-Pierce 
Oil company enunciates no new principles. 
It is based on the unquestioned right of 
a State to prescribe the terms on which 
foreign corporations may do business within 
its limits. 

The company in question, a Missouri 
corporation, acted as the agent in Texas 
of the Standard Oil company. It made 
contracts with merchants who agreed to 
buy oil of it alone and to sell at a price’ 
fixed by it. Such contracts are in viola- 
tion of an act against illegal combinations 
in restraint of trade which was in force 
when the Waters-Pierce company began 
doing business in Texas. These viola- 
tions of the law becoming known, suit was 
brought against the company, and the Texas 
courts declared it had forfeited its permit 
to do business in the State. That finding 
the federal Supreme Court sustains. 

he oil company argued that the Texas 
statute forbidding such agréements with 
merchants as the one mentioned above was 
an unlawful limitation of the right of con- 
tract. The answer of the court is that 
whatever were the limitations imposed by 
the State on the right to make contracts 
they were a part of the law of the State 
when the oil company began doing busi- 
ness there. Those limitations became con- 
ditions of the permit and were accepted 
with it. The company must obey the laws, 
or if it breaks them cannot complain be- 
cause it is ordered out of the State. : 

The Supreme Court is to be asked to 
reverse the findings of the Supreme Court 
of this State in the glucose case recently 
decided by the latter. There a New Jer- 
sey corporation endeavored to buy the prop- 
erties of un Illinois corporation for the 
purpose, in the opinion of the court, of 
creating a monopoly contrary to the policy 
and laws of the State. The court censured, 
in no feeble terms, this conduct on the 
part of a foreign corporation. There is 
nothing in the decision of the United 
States Supreme Court in this Texas case 
to give any aid and comfort to the glucose 
people. A foreign corporation must obey 
the laws of the State in which it does busi- 
ness. If it does not it can be expelled. 
To that extent at least the States have 
power over trusts. 


MR. SHELDON’S IDEAL READER, 

The Rev. Mr. Sheldon of Topeka knows a 
little more about the daily newspaper busi- 
ness than he did ten days ago. With in- 
creased knowledge has come increased dif- 
fidence in his ability to take the newspaper 
world by storm. He has about made up his 
mind that the ideal Christian daily is to 
be the child of evolution and not the sud- 
den, miraculous creation of the brain of 
some one man. Mr. Sheldon is convinced 
now that “ to print the ideal daily one must 
have the ideal staff, and to secure such a 
staff requires time, patience, and hard work. 
It may take months, even years.” 

The ideal staff is not everything. There 
must be ideal readers or subscribers. Evo- 
lution must produce enough of them to pay 
the running expenses of the ideal paper. 
As for dividends, the stockholders in such 
a paper would not be likely to expect them. 
It win take a long time to develop the ideal 
reader in large numbers. That reader will 
de a man who will take no lively interest 
in what other human beings are doing and 
suffering. He will care nothing for news, 
but a great deal about what are called 
moral reforms. A disquisition on the soul- 
destroying effect of the tobacco habit will 
appeal to him more than the details of a 
sea fight at Manila or Santiago. And if 
the ideal staff does lay before him some- 
thing which savors of news he will take 
less interest in reading it than the moral- 
izings which accompany it. 

As yet the ideal reader can hardly be said 
to exist. Such readers are not to be found 
amcng those who subscribe for the pro- 
fessedly religious papers, so many of which 
are printed in this country. Those papers 
give their readers a great deal of news. 
They tell them much of what is going on 
in the church and in the world. But the 
Rev. Mr. Sheldon did not find room in his 
paper tu teil what the different religious 
orgenizations were doing. He gave less 
religious news than religious papers do.

THE CHANGING SEASONS, 
According to the almanac spring began 
shortly after 8 o’clock last night. In fe- 
ality, however, it is still winter, at least in 
the latitude of Chicago. The March wind 
may, as ‘Tennyson says, bring the violet in 
the gentler climate of Devonshire, but in 


gloomy gray skies, and deep puddles of 
half frozen slush on the earth beneath 
them.

HERE are many things about the city 
government of Brussels, the capital of 
Belgium, which would astonish a First 

In the first place a man must be at 
least 30 years old before he can vote 
for the members of the City Council. In 
the second place, he must have been a resi- 
dent of the city for at least three years be- 
fore he is entitled to cast a ballot This 
bars out all the floating population and 
makes the colontaing of voters practi- 
cally tmpossible. 

It a man is 35 years old and the head ofa 
family paying a certain small amount in 
taxes, varying from one to three dollars a 


_year, he is allowed an extra vote, making 


two in all. If in addition to the previous’ 
qualifications he is also a property-owner 
deriving an income of not less than $25 a 
year from real estate he is allowed a third 
vote, so that in Brussels, under clearly de- 
fined conditions, “‘ repeaters’ are allowed 
and encouraged. No citizen is, however, al- 
lowed more than three votes. 

All the members of the City Coungil in 
Brussels are voted for on the same general 
ticket, there being no subdivisions into 
wards. Asa result of this arrangement it is 
impossible for a politician to get such a 
hold on a small section or ward of the city 
that he is re#lected time after time, in spite 
of his unworthiness for the office. Each 
candidate for the Council is voted on by 
every one of the citizens of the whole city 
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use of money of extremely smal! den 

tions. As a consequence all small articles 
appear, to be unusually cheap there. 
copper coin, the value of which is only one. © 
fifth of a cent, is in common use. A news. 
paper may be bought for two-fifths of 3 
cent; the fare on the’street car lines is, up 
to a certain distance. only six or seven-fifths 
of a cent; school children are able to buy 
lead and slate pencils and other small pur. 
chases at prices much less than are charged 
for the same goods in this country. It is 
claimed that the poor of Brussels save a 
large sum annually because change can be 
made to the fifth of a cent. 

Under the direction of the Mayor and the’ 
committee of his assistants Brussels man. 
ages its own gas works, with the result that 
the price of gas has been reduced. while the 
net income to the city is considerable. An 
the telephone lines, both long distance and 


| local, are owned and managed by the 


state, in connection with the postal and tele. 
graph systems. For $30 a year a citizen of 
Brussels may have a telephene in hts house, 
with the privilege, at the same time, and at 
no extra charge. of talking to a large num. 
ber of towns and villages outside the city 
limits and within a radius of sixteen miles. 
Any point within the kingdom may be called 
up at a cost of twenty cents for five minutes 
service. Hotel, club, and restaurant tele. 
phones are free to all. At the public tele.’ 
phone stations a charge of five cents is made 
to non-subscribers. No charge is made for

who is entitled to a vote, according to the 
regulation laid down. 

Previous to 1895 there was an educational 
qualification for electors, which barred out 
an extremely large part of the adult pop- 
ulation. Thus, in 1880, 42 per cent of the 
adult population was unable to read and 
write. Ten years later this percentage had 


been reduced to 27 per cent. By the law now 
in force all educational qualifications have 


been done away with. In fact, under that 
part of the law which gives one or more 
votes to property-holders, a number of men | 
who can neither read mor write have been en- 
franchised. 

In order to make it possible for illiterate 
men to vote with some degree of intelligence 
and to do away with bribery and intimida- 
tion, the Belgians have adopted the Aus- 
tralian system of voting, with some inter- 
esting modifications. 

The lists of candidates of the two leading 
parties, the Catholics and Liberals, are pre- 
pared and sent to the authorities, it being 

rovided that each must be indorsed by at 
east forty electors in order to make a valid 
nomination. The authorities print the Cath- 
olic list on the official ballot in redink and 
the Liberal list in blue ink. In this way a 
man who cannot read and write is able to 
identify the different tickets by their color. 
Sometimes there are four tickets nominated 
in Brussels—the Catholic, Liberal, Radical, 
and Socialist parties being represented. In 
such cases the third and fourth lists are 
printed in yellow and green ink. At. the 
head of each list is a symbol, or design, asa 
further aid to the illiterate voter in picking 
out the ticket he wishes to vote. 

In practice it was found that the usual 
method of marking the ticket with a lead 
pencil was not altogether satisfactory, as it 
was still possible for those interested to 
make certain that a corrupt voter had voted 
according to instructions by requiring him 
to make the cross or mark in some easily 
recognized way. This danger to the secrecy 
of the ballot was obviated by doing away 
entirely with the lead pencil. In Brussels 
therefore, each voter uses a little rubber 
stamp, with which he makes a mark inside 
the blank space at the head of the ticket if 
he Wants to vote “ straight.” or after each 
if he pe a split ticket. 

S a result of the colors used 
the lists nominated by the — — 
man is said. in the slang of the day, to vote 
red or “ blue,“ as the case may be.

In addition to 
seeing that all the local or municipal laws 
are properly executed the college of éche- 
vins, as it is called, is also charged with the 
duty of executing the laws of the general 
government, so that its functions are general 
as well as local. N 

The Mayor of Brussels, in his capacity as 
a representative of the crown, has persona] 
direction of the Police department. 

In order, however, that too much power 
may not be lodged in the hands of the Mayor 
and his assistants, the power of appointing 
city employés is given to the City Council 
as a whole. 

In Brussels. then, speaking broadly. the 
power of making laws and of appointing 
city employés is given to the City Council, 
while the duty of seeing that these laws are 
enforced and that the servants of the city 
do their duty is put into the hands of the 
Mayor and of his assistants. 

In Brussels. as in many other cities of 
urope, many changes have 
been made within recent years. Some of 
the oldest and quaintest quarters in Brus- 
sels have been torn down and destroyed. in 
order to make way for modern improve- 
ments. Not many years ago the broad and 
magnificent thoroughfare on which stands 
the Grand Hotel was constructed. after the 
old buildings which formerly bordered the 
narrow street had been torn down to widen 
it. The work was undertaken by a foreign 
company, which failed and was unable to 
meet its obligations. As a consequence 
the city took up the unfinished work and a

The Tyranny 5 Tears is a diverting, a 


witty, and an economical play. Its homily 
upon «mall marital woes—cause and avoid- 
ance—passes nicely for an evenins's enter- 
tainment, throughout which one’s sense of 
comfort is heightened by the knowledge that 
the presentation puts no strain upon the 
players. It is not often that an actor can 
keep a hold at one and the same time upon 
both ease and ularity. John Drew seems 
to have reached the conolusion that the thing 
is not difficult todo. Asa stellar vehicle C. 
Haddon Cham “comedy of tempera- 
ment is insignificant, Mr. Drew’s role con- 
taining nothing which is a test of sincere act- 
ing. The actor does his little portion in an 
engaging fashion, infusing it with pleasant 
and subtle comedy, but a leading man of in- 
telligence could do almost as much. 


One cannot believe fora moment that “ The 
Tyranny of Tears would have been se- 
lected for Mr. Drew had it not possessed the 
prestige of a name. Charles Wyndham pro- 
duced it at London about a year ago and 
employed it for some two or three months— 
which is not a lengthy career. Wyndham 
has spent the present season, up to a fort- 
night ago, in reviving old plays. English 
actor-managers generally do not do that 
sort of thing,except when new material fails 
them. Robespfterre and The Gay Lord 
Quex,“ which Henry Irving and John Hare 
produced about the same time The Tyr- 
anny of Tears saw the light of the etage, 
have not yet been disposed of by those actors. 
Wyndham seems to have let go the American 
rights of thé comedy readily enough. The 
spell of a London run is supposed to have 
Amorican potency. The name of John Drew 
certainly has. The union of the two, any 
manager would say, would make for at least 
one profitable season. 

Perhaps, after all, Mr. Drew is free of re- 
spensibility for the trifling quality of his 
role. Perhaps he is sentenced to stultifica- 
tion for the gain of some one else. There 
ought to be large profits in The Tyranny of 
Tears in proportion to the outlay. The cast 
is the smallest required by any play now on 
the stage, and in four acts there are but two 


Only the personal admirers of John Drew, 
however, will look with an unkind eye upon 
the comedy. If one is willing to consider him 
as one of several sprightly players there is 
little fault to be found. The dialogue is 
brisk without bulging out with hothouse 
cynicism, and in this particular is a relief 
from the smart,“ heavy epigrammatic 
texture of most present day English plays. 
The action is next to nothing, but its absence 
is not felt as a detriment. 

The tyranny of tears is exercised by Mrs. 
Parbury, the pretty but domineering and 
inconsiderate wife of the good-natured nov- 
elist, Parbury. She has driven all his 
friends from him; whenever he threatens to 
take a step in opposition to her desires she 
weeps and he yields. The time comes when 
he feels the tyranny more than he can bear. 
The presence of a cynical friend, George 
Gunning,. helps to stir him to revolt. His 
wife discovers his secretary, Miss Hyacinth 
Woodward, in the act of kissing his picture— 
an expression of pity, the self-possessed 
Miss Woodward says—and demands of her 
husband that he dismiss the young woman. 
She refuses to give any reason for her in- 
sistence, and Parbury, who dislikes to lose 
an invaluable assistant, decides the moment 
for self-assertion has come. He refuses to 
discharge Miss Woodward, and in anger 
the wife leaves the house. The aftermath 
tends toward the farcical.

King Humbert’s nephew, the Count of 
Turin, is now living in altogether royal state 
at Florence, where he occupies the splendid 
apartments of his grandfather, 
King Victor Emmanuel, in the Pitti Palace. 
Although he is, as far as military rank is 
concerned, merely the Colonel commanding 
the Novara Lancers, yet he is to such an ex- 
tent the representative of the sovereign that 
‘on his arrival all the commanding Generals 
of the district, as well as the municipal and 
provincial authorities, were assembled at the 
station to receive him with the utmost state, 
while on the day after his arrival the Mayor 
and the municipal Council called at the pal- 
ace to present their respects. He has with 
him the same officers who were in attend- 
ance upon him when in this country—name- 
ly: Colonel Carpenato and Count Seig- 
neux, besides a number of others, and since 
his arrival entertainments have been given 
in his honor every night by the Florentine 
aristocracy, notably by Princess Strozzi, 
whose ball naturally took place in the so 
historic Strozzi palace, many of the state 
apartments of which are still adorned with 
furniture that did duty there in the fifteenth 
century when the ill-starred Luisa Strozzi 
first met the black-visaged Duke Alexander 
of Medici. :

Some time ago I announced in these col- 
umns the betrothal of Prince George Your- 
lewsky, natural son of Emperor Alexander 
II. of Russia, to the Countess Zarnekau, nat- 
ural daughter of that Duke of Oldenburg 
who, in spite of his belonging to one of the 
reigning dynasties of Germany, is in every 
sense of the word a Russian, having been 
born and reared at St. Petersburg, and hold- 
ing a commission as General in the Russian 
army. The marriage has just taken place 
at Nice, the only member of the Russian im- 
perial family who attended the ceremony 
having been the Grand Duke Michael, who. 
although restored to his military rank and 
to his official status as an imperial Prince 
of the blood in Russia, continues neverthe- 
less to live abroad, owing to the fact that his 
wife, the Countess Torby,-is not considered 
as married to him, in the eyes of Russian 
law, the union not having received the 
sanction of the crown, without which no 
marriage contracted by a member of the 
sovereign house of Romanoff ts valid. 

Young Prince Yourlewski during the life- 


| time of the late Czar, who was his half- 


brother, was kept away from Russia. from 
which his mother, the widowed Princess 
Youriewsky, has been in exile since the as- 
sassination of Alexander II., and the most 
that the late Emperor would do for the 
young Prince was to permit him to enter 
the navy as a midshipman, in which capact- 
ty he visited the United States on board the 

ussian squadron at the time of the Colum- 

lan celebration in 1893. Nicholas II. has 
shown himself more kindly disposed, and the 
young Prince now holds a commission of 
Lieutenant in the regiment of Hussars of 
the guard of which the Czar himself is the 
Colonel, and whose uniform the latter is ac- 
customed to wear on state occasions. The 
Prince will henceforth make his home at 
St. Petersburg, where he owns a beautiful 
palace, and enjoys a share of the colossal for- 
tune invested by his father abroad for the 
sake of his morganatic wife and her chil- 
dren. 

Among the many extraordinafy foreigners 
who have made their way to the Transvaal 
is that eccentric Princess Zoupoff, who has 
already achieved some notoriety in connec- 
tion with her incrimination in the Nihilist 
movement, and likewise as a nurse of the 
sick and wounded in Crete, Greece, and Ar- 
menia during the troubles with Turkey. She 
is a brilliant woman, of the Slav type of 
beauty, but altogether without any mental 
equilibrium. This is rtly due to the Slav 
blood in her veins, and partly also to the ex- 
traordinary education which she and her 
sisters received from her father, the late 
General Prince Zoupoff, whose name, in con- 
junction with the title of Count, was used. it 
may be remembered, some ten years ago by 
a Polish Hebrew, to masquerade for several 
months in the best society at Boston in the 
guise of a Russian nobleman, his Russian 
tea parties being the fashionable fad of the 
Hub season. 

The late Prince Zoupoff, taking the ground 
that the light of day was the principal source 
of life and health, insisted that his daughters 
should make their home on his estates at 
Kertch, in a house built entirely of glass. 
After leaving the army he declined to be 
bound any longer by the ordinary ties and 
conventions of life. He slept and ate when 


it suited him, and kept no regular hours for 
anything, holding that when a man has the 
means to be his own master there is no neces- 
sity why he should be a slave to the usages of 
society or to the requirements of others. It 
was on this same ground that when he got 
tired of life he blew out his brains, saying |

‘WESTERN UNION BEGINS PHILADEL- 


PHIA MEETING TODAY. | 


First Gathering of the Asséciatiou 
Ever Held in the Quaker City, and 
the Local Men Make Plans for the 
Entertainment of the Visitors—The 
Southern States, as Well as the At- 

. Jantic Region and the Middle West, 

AI Represented. 


Philadelphia, Pa., March 20.—[ Special. 
Philadelphia is for the time being the center 
for fire insurance representatives. One 
hundred or more managers and officers of 
companies comprising what is known as the 
Western Union association will meet at the 
Hotel Walton tomorrow morning at 10 
o'clock. The convention will probably con- 
tinue in session for three days. 

The influx of Western representatives is 
the more interesting in that it will be the first 
meeting ever held in this city by the Western 
union. Hitherto the Western insurance men 
have held their bi-yearly meetings at St. 
Louis and sg eyo Falls. Their visit to 
Philadelphia is largely the result of the 
efforts of E. C. Irvin, President of the Fire 
association. 

_ While the field represented is the middle 
West and the States of Kentucky and Ten- 
nessee, there will be visitors from New York 
and New England, as well as from the middle 
States. 

Tomorrow’s business session will be pre- 
sided over by the President of the union, 
George T. Cram of St. Louis. Local fire in- 
surance representatives have already pre- 
pared to give the visitors a banquet at the 
Hotel Walton on Thursday evening. 

At-the offices of the Fire Underwriters’ 
association in Walnut place some ninety or 
more special agents, representing stock in- 
eurance companies in Pennsylvania exclu- 
sive of Philadeiphia, New Jersey, Maryland, 

‘Delaware, West Virginia, and the District 
of Columbia, held an all-day session, com- 
meneing this morning at 9 o’clock. 

These delegates are the chairmen of the 
many districts, and their principal duty is 
to prepare a schedule of rates which is bind- 
ing on every fire insurance company doing 
business in the States named.
